Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, 'The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it does not describe the 
claimed invention sufficiently to assist readers in deciding to consult the full patent text 
or not. The abstract is not related to the claimed invention. Correction is required. See 
MPEP§ 608.01(b). 

In claim 4 line 2, the word has is misspelled; " ahs" should be — has--. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Applicant claims a baked cookie having a dual texture with the outer portion 
having a lower moisture content than the central portion. However, applicant does not 
teach how such cookie is obtained. The whole specification discusses about the 
warming apparatus and how the cookie is kept. There is no teaching on how the dual 
texture is obtained. 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Gage et al. 

Gage et al disclose cookies having dual texture. The cookies have crisp texture 
region and chewy texture region. The cookies have edge which has a moisture content 
of about 4-4.5% and a middle region which has a moisture content of about 7-8%. This 
moisture content pattern is obtained over period of weeks, (see col. 2 lines 45-60, col. 6 
lines 11-26). 

Gage et al do not disclose the average moisture content as claimed, the percent 
of the areas as in claim 6, the dimensions of the outer portion and central portion as in 
claims 6-8 and the diameter of the cookie as in claim 9. 
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The moisture content of cookies can vary depending on the texture wanted. For 
example, a higher moisture content gives a chewy and moist texture while a lower 
moisture content gives the opposite effect. It would have been obvious to one skilled in 
the art to vary the moisture depending of the texture desired. As to the proportion of 
outer and central portion, it would have been obvious to vary this depending on what 
texture one wants more of; this would have been an obvious matter of preference. It 
would also have been obvious to make the cookies in any size desired; this is a matter 
of preference. 

References AO and AP on the IDS will not be considered because applicant did 
not submit copies of the references. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Seiden, Finley et al and Cocco et al all disclose dual texture cookies.
